THE ROAD 


SPEED LIMITS 
(Unless Otherwise Posted) 


Interstate Highways 


55 miles per hour maximum 
50 miles per hour mobile homes. 
40 miles per hour minimum, 

all vehicles. 

Rural Highways 

55 miles per hour, all vehicles. 
50 miles per hour, all vehicles 

on unpaved county roads. 


Cities and Villages 
25 miles per hour in residential 
districts or as posted. 
20 miles per hour in business 
districts or as posted. 


OPERATOR’S LICENSE — A Nebraska 
operator’s license is required after 30 
days continuous residence in the state. 
Minimum age for operators is 16. Apply 
for operator’s license at the county 
courthouse of your resident county. 


REGISTRATION—A non-resident may 
operate a passenger car that is not regis- 
tered in Nebraska for the full period dur- 
ing which the car is licensed properly in 
the state in which owner resides provid- 
ing such state grants the same privilege 
to Nebraska residents. 


GENERAL RULES— Appropriate signals 
must be used when turning, stopping or 
moving right or left on any roadway. 

Lights must be used at all times from 
one-half hour after sunset to one-half 
hour before sunrise. 

Vehicles cannot be parked on the 
paved or main travelled portion of any 
highway or left parked for more than 24 
hours on the shoulder of any rural 
highway. 

Headlights should be low ‘‘beamed’’ 
when meeting an approaching vehicle, 
or when following within 200 feet of 
another vehicle. 

Vehicles facing a steady red signal 
may cautiously enter an intersection to 
make a right turn after stopping except 
when a sign prohibits the turn. 

Vehicles must yield the right-of-way 
to pedestrians crossing the roadway 
within a crosswalk. 


REPORTING ACCIDENTS — The oper- 
ator of every motor vehicle which is in 
any manner involved in an accident 
within the State of Nebraska (including 
private property) in which any person is 
killed or injured or in which damage in 
excess of $250 is sustained to the prop- 
erty of any one person, including him- 
self, shall report the matter in writing to 
the Department of Motor Vehicles, Lin- 
coln, Nebraska 68509 within 10 days. 
Blank forms for reporting accidents may 
be obtained from law enforcement

It’s been said that Pioneer Village 
has one of everything ever manufac- 
tured. In addition to the 30,000 
items on display in 23 buildings 
which chart man’s progress since 
1830, the visitor can watch crafts- 
men demonstrate their skills. 
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As you travel Interstate 80 across Nebraska, you're following the route of 
history. What is now a much-traveled super-highway was just a rough trail 
when the pioneers followed it on their westward trek. They called it by 
many names: The Ox-Bow Trail, the Overland Trail, the Mormon Trail, 
and the Oregon Trail. The Indians had a special name for it, too—the Big 
Medicine Trail. Both then and now, however, Nebraskans have called it 
by the one name that has lasted: The Platte River Road. Stretching from 
Omaha in the east to Wyoming and Colorado in the west, this great natural 
thoroughfare has ever ushered travellers through the Platte Valley on their 
way to the setting sun.

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State Historical Society Museum 
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As you journey along the Platte River Road on Interstate 80 you can relive 
the history that has gone before you. Begin at Joslyn Art Museum in Omaha 
with its famous collection of Western art and artifacts and learn of the 
coming of the Iron Horse at the Union Pacific Museum. The State Historical 


Society Museum, the State Museum and the State Capitol in Lincoln con- 
tinue the story. 


It is near Grand Island that the interstate actually starts following the Platte 
River. This particular area ot Nebraska has special attractions in the Stuhr 
Museum at Grand Island, the Hastings Museum, and Pioneer Village in 
nearby Minden. Proceeding westward you'll approach Kearney where 
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you Can visit restored Fort Kearny. Gothenburg has, its original Pony Ex- 
press Station, and the Ft. McPherson National Cemetery near Maxwell 


honors the dead of the Indian Wars. A special treat is Buffalo Bill’s Scouts 
Rest Ranch at North Platte and you'll want to set aside extra time for the 
cowboy fun doings at Front Street in Ogallala.
